Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-54 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art teaches, the concepts of 
repairing missing or corrupted frames, MPEG, having various 
times codes and SMPTE, 

but, the prior art of record fails to teach, disclose or 
fairly suggest the combination associated with a method .for 
processing a previously encoded MPEG video high resolution (HR) 
file and corresponding proxy file, for frame accurate time code 
repair and synchronization of individual video frame of the HR 
file and proxy file, comprising the steps of: 
A} for each frame of the HR and proxy files, creating a 
compressed time code packet having; 

• an identifying signature, 

• an absolute time code, 

• a relative time code of the frame, 
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• a picture type and a picture reference, wherein the time 

codes having the SMPTE time code format HH :MM : SS : FF : 
B} modifying the HR and proxy files by inserting a header of 
each video frame of the HR and proxy files the corresponding 
compressed time code packet, while maintaining the files 
original presentation timing; 

C} automatically verifying the time codes in the HR and proxy 
file time code packets, 

D} if needed a repair of the HR file anomalous absolute time 
codes, automatically correcting the anomalous absolute time 
codes in the in the HR file time code packets; and 
E} if the proxy file starting video frame being offset from 
the HR file starting video frame, automatically synchronizing 
the proxy and HR files absolute time codes and relative times 
codes in the time code packets, 

0 thereby preserving the MPEG compliance and compressed 
audio/video data of the HR file and proxy file. 

Claims 11 and 21 are allowed for substantially the same as 
claim one, the difference being claim 11 is a system claim and 
claim 21 is a program storage device readable by a computer 
tangible embodying a program or a program to facilitate the 
method and is allowable for substantially the same as claim 1. 
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Regarding claims 31 {method}, 39 {system} and 47 {a program 
readable by a computer} are broader than clam 1, by {not 
reciting step D as recited in claim l}, but, deemed allowable 
in view of the combination of limitations, as recited, . step D 
of claim 1, not deemed required for allowability. 

Regarding claims 36 {method}, 44 {system} and 52 {a program 

readable by a computer} are broader than clam 1, by {not 

reciting step E as recited in claim l}, but, deemed allowable 

in view of the combination of limitations, as recited, step E 

of claim 1, not deemed required for allowability.
